On April 19, 1995 at 9:02 A. M. in oma City, a bomb exploded. 
This explosion produced a killing field so destructive and so gut wrenching that it 
tore at our nation's very soul. Questions arose and abounded, "Why did this 
happen?" "Who could commit such an unspeakable sin?" Someone, with anger 
in their heart and death on their mind struck a fatal and cruel blow to the nation 
we so love and cherish. Many children and adults lost their lives that day. 
Those precious, precious lives were snuffed out, because of a bomb that was so 
powerful and so deadly. Those children's lights of innocence were stolen 
forever. But out of the tragedy, heroes emerged. Real Heroes. Ones that don't 
play on TV., but rather ones you can touch, feel see, and hear. Ordinary 
people like you and me who, because of their jobs, go out and put their lives on 
the line everyday to help others. Those "nameless saints" that make our world 
just a little bit better to live in. Michael Hanson is one of those people. Michael 
is a member of the New York City Police Department whose unit is attached to 
FEMA, (Federal Emergency Management Agency), USAR Team. This unit was 
deployed to Oklahoma City to assist in the rescue work. 


| have known Michael for about 5 years now. What a beautiful spirit 
Michael has. He is a loving, caring, selfless person. He is person who is 
constantly giving to his community and his fellow man. He asks nothing in 
return. Asking is alien to a person of his nature. As | sat and talked with Michael 
recently, he had asked me if | knew of anyone who might possibly have frequent 
flyer mile tickets and may not be using them. | said that | didn't know of anyone 
and asked him why he needed the tickets. Michael had told me that his group of 
56, (FEMA), and their wives were looking for a way to get back to Oklahoma 
City for a memorial service that is to be given at 9:02 A.M. on April 19, 1996, 
one year from the time of the tragedy. 


Psychologists call it closure. This is what Michael and his colleagues 
need to do, offer their condolences, pay their respects, and thank those who 
assisted them while they were in Oklahoma City. While they will never forget the 
experiences that they encountered, these people can at least finally know some 
sense of peace in their lives. This is what this memorial service will do for them, 
grant them that peace. | have been in rescue work as a volunteer fireman for 
over 32 years, and | can't even begin to imagine what these people must have 
gone through. They knew that at some point during their mission the only thing 
they would be doing is recovering bodies. We all have etched in our minds the 
picture of the fireman cradling the little baby in his arms. Many people that | 
know have said that picture, "Disturbs them." Can you imagine then the images 
that these rescue workers must have imbedded in their minds? They not only 
saw it once but they have lived it many times over. Michael's group located or 
removed over 30% of the bodies. 


As | left Michael's home, after our conversation that day, | thought to 
myself what a wonderful thing it would be if we help send these rescue workers 


from our area to this memorial service. What a precious gift we could give! | feel 
that we as a community and as people should look at this as a tremendous 
opportunity to say, "Thank You," for a job well done. Whata tremendous 
source of PRIDE this could be, to know that you contributed to the healing of a 
community, a people, and a NATION! 


When Michael was in Oklahoma City, there was one child that helped to 
keep him focused on the job at hand. This child had written the rescuers a letter 
about how life had been taken but at the same time she had heard about the 
birth of a new child. She was making a comparison about how one life ends and 
another one begins. The cycle of life continues. Michael responded back to this 
child. (Both these letter are attached. Please read them.) It was when | read 
this letter | decided that | was going to be involved in helping Michael's group 
get back to Oklahoma City. 


| now put forth the question to you, "Does your firm have any frequent 
flyer tickets or money that it would be willing to donate to help send these 
people back to Oklahoma City for the service?" These people deserve that 
much. Michael and his colleagues are not permitted in their professional 
capacity to ask for such a donation. Even if Michael was permitted to ask he 
probably wouldn't, because of his pride. As | said before he is a person who 
gives and gives, and asking for something for himself is not something he is 
accustomed to. But | can and will ask that if your firm has frequent flyer tickets 
or can help out with a donation so that tickets can be purchased for these people 
to please send it to Caroline Morton, who is part of the Oklahoma City 
Disaster Hospitality Care Team. Caroline is another one of those "nameless 
saints” | mentioned before. She has made it her goal to help see to it that each 
and every rescue worker from across the nation, who participated in the rescue 
effort, attends this service. She has also made it her goal, that the tickets or 
donations find their way to the right people. If you decide that you would like to 
contribute you may send the tickets or donation to either address listed on the 
following page. Just make sure that you note on the donation that you are giving 
it in lieu of New York Task Force Team 1. This will help ensure that Michael 
and his colleagues receive your gift. If you would just like to make a donation in 
general and not to a specific team, you can do so as well. Just send your 
donation to the address listed on the next page and it will be used to help 
someone in the country attend the service. 


Please, | ask you to take a moment to read through this packet and 
consider helping our cause. If you don't have frequent flyer tickets any size 
donation would be helpful. | would also like to ask two things of you. First, if 
you know of someone that has the frequent flyer tickets or might possibly want to 
make a donation to pass this letter along, or pass it to a corporation that could 
help get all these people out there on Thursday, April 18, 1996. Second, | ask 


that you please say a little prayer every day until April 19th at 9:02 A.M. that our 
efforts were successful. Thank you. God Bless America.

Dear Rescue Workers, 


I would personally like to thank you for all of the work that 
you have done for Oklahoma. You have done a wonderful job! I 
have lived here all of my life, and never expected anything like 
this to happen here. It was a huge shock to me when-I found out. 

My art class and I were on a field trip at the zoo. I was 
drawing a tiger when a teacher came up and told my group and me 
to get back on the bus. We asked, "Why?" and he said that there 
was something about a bombing in the area. Our principal had 
ordered that we arrive back at school immediately. I never really 
knew what had happened until we got to the school. At that time, 
two classes gathered in the math room to watch the coverage. 

I cried endlessly when I got home. It just seemed unreal! 
How anyone could commit such a hideous crime, I don't know? 
Knowing that rescue teams had already come to help made me feel 
much better! I was even more amazed when I learned that they 
had come from all over the United States. 
E The one thing that really made me smile was on Thursday. I 

saw a baby girl. The one thing very special about this baby was 

she was one day old. Well, that's not that big of a deal, but it 
meant that she was born on the day of the bombing. This baby 
showed me that even on the saddest days, God can and will bring 


hope.

responded to the Federal Building tragedy. | was one of them. 

My name is Mike Hanson and | am a New York City Police Officer. | am assigned to the 
Emergency Service Unit (ESV) of the N.Y.P.D. Officers in this unit, in addition to regular patrol 
duties, arrests, traffic tickets, etc., are responsible for rescue and tactical response (SWAT) in 
N.Y.C. We are also rescue specialists attached to the New York City Urban Search and Rescue 
(USAR) Task Force (NY-TF1) of the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). Our 
team was activated to respond to OKC to help in the rescue and recovery of victims after the 
bombing. 

Lori, as the tragedy unfolded, the rescue teams soon became the focus of the media attention 
associated with this tragedy. Reporters would tell of the comraderie and unyielding intensity of 
these rescue professionals as they went about the difficult tasks assigned to them. However, |

Dear Sirs: 


In approximately 90 days, the nation and the world will 
be watching while Oklahoma City and all of Oklahoma reflects 
on the worst act of terrorism in this nations history. As we 
prepare for April 19, 1996, there is a very special group of 
people that we must never forget or take for granted. Iam 
speaking of the 665+ men, women, and rescue dogs that were sent 
to us in our time of need, literally from the four corners of 


the United States. 


I had the privilege of helping to coordinate what later 
officially became the Disaster Hospitality Care Team which was 
formed to care for 565 of those out-of-state rescue workers 
housed in the Myriad Convention Center in OKC. Our team provided 
what I call basic human needs, such as a pillow and blanket 
for each cot that the workers were sleeping on in the rooms 
of a cold convention center. Warm clothing was provided as 
theirs was disposed of due to contamination. Cards and letters 
from school and Sunday school children were placed on their 
pillows for them to find as they came off a 12 hour shift on 
the "rubble pile". Hugs and smiles were given to keep the morale 
up in such a tragic time. Never in the 15 days that my team 
cared for these people did we ever see them give up. Many times 
we saw them cry as they spoke about the children, the children 
that they were trying to find in that monster of a mess. Some 
Say the experience that these brave men and women encountered 
was second only. to experiences in Vietnam. 


As I traveled with another coordinator of the care team 
(at our own expense) last summer to visit 9 of the 11 teams 
that came to our assistance, one thing became very clear. These 
people want to return to Oklahoma on April 19, 1996, by plane, 
train, automobile, any way that they can. It seems to be a 
need more than a desire to put some closure to this event. 
Being that these people are civil servants, some of them 
volunteers and are paying for all of this on their own, I feel 
the need to ask for your help. I do not want any rescue worker 
to be excluded from this pilgrimage due to financial reasons. 


You may ask why the large non-profit organizations cannot 
help with such a project, and why they could not provide 
financial help for necessities during the disaster, without 
writing a book on that issue, in short, they are bound by strict 
charter that says they can only provide for victims and victims 
families. This clearly means that paid professionals do not 
fit into their plan. 


Mayor Norick and staff are working on plans for the event 
of April 19, but because of the sensitivity of the situation, 
the families of the victims must be consulted and their wishes 
granted. I do know that the families have requested a private 
reception with the rescue workers, both local and out of state, 
which was something that was not possible last year. There 
is also a great need for the out-of-state rescue workers to 
be able to interact with the local rescuers who they feel are 
the real heroes. After all, they were "First In - Last Out." 


Your city and or state sent us 63 or more of the finest 
individuals that you had to offer, and you should be forever 
proud to have these people protecting your communities. We 
thank you, and will feel tied to you and your people for a very 


long time. 
I hope that we can count on your assistance in returning 
these people to Oklahoma in April. I am diligently working 


on reduced rates for airfare, hotels, and car rentals. The 
estimated cost for each rescue worker is $500.00 for airfare 


and three nights lodging,

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A conversation with Joe Zumbo Concerning the Future of 301 


Quail St. 


As many of the Alumni know. on February fourth, Mu Chi Phi chapter no longer had 
any brothers leasing 301 Quail St. Though there are many reasons why we parted with 
our traditional chapter hall, the cut and dry facts of the matter are that the property was in 
violation of the grouper law in Albany and the three brothers remaining with the 
responsibility of the lease could no longer afford to maintain the cost of the house. 

However we are taking steps to reclaim the property in the short and long term. 
Our immediate plan of action is to again sign a lease with the landlord and have five 
brothers living at 301 Quail St. The landlord is agreeable to this and has stipulated that 
we sign a lease in April. Unfortunately our chapter is ill prepared to foot the bill of two 
months lease before it can be taken over by brothers in June. We are hoping that a lot of 
Alumni who are concerned about the house will attend our Alumni Weekend and 
contribute generously as well as have a good time. We will over Alumni weekend hope 
to raise 3.000 dollars to cover two months rent at 1,300 a month and any unforeseen 
Utility bills or upfront security deposits. The security deposit will be our first major 
deposit into our future’s fund. after the tenets at 301 refund that money to our chapter. 
Our future’s fund will be discussed later in this same article. 


My conversation with Mr. Joseph D. Zumbo (our campus Lawyer) was an 
informative one. I presented Mr. Zumbo with our difficulty with the grouper law. 
He presented me with a summary of the grouper law; which reads as follows. 


Section 27-160 of the Code of the City of Albany defines the term family as: 
1. (a) One, two or three persons occupying a dwelling unit, or 
(b) Four or more persons occupying a dwelling unit, and living together as a traditional 


family or the functional equivalent of a traditional family. 


2. It shall be presumptive evidence that four or more unrelated persons living in a single 
dwelling unit do not constitute the functional equivalent of a family. 


Mr. Zumbo also gave me a copy of case law that pertains directly to the grouper law. 
This document along with a copy of the summary is going to be posted on our web page 


(http://www.albany.edu/~axp) for all of our concerned Alumni to view. It will be under 
a link that says “Legal Notes.” Many of you have careers practicing law and I would 
hope that you would volunteer your time and advice if and when this law ever challenges 
us again. 

Mr. Zumbo told me during the conversation that the grouper law does not violate 
any portion of the United States Constitution. He told me that it might in fact violate 
some portion of the New York State Constitution. He mentioned that there was 
“undeveloped case law” in New York State appellate courts. He suggested that we might 
try to push for a reformation of the law. or apply for a variance but that those avenues 
would meet with much resistance. but not as much resistance as might be found in a 
drawn out court room procedure in an appellate court. I concluded our conversation with 
a handshake and Mr. Zumbo wished us luck in our effort. 


In planning for the future our chapter is going to establish a fund to purchase a chapter 
hall. At this time we have not approached the landlord about purchasing 301 Quail St. 
Though the house has a lot of rich history in our chapter, the true directive is to establish 
with more permanence, a home for Mu Chi Phi chapter of Alpha Chi Rho. To 
accomplish this end we are going to start a “Futures fund” that will allow our chapter to 
one day purchase a house. 


We have stumbled upon and excellent fundraiser that will be mutually beneficial 
to an Organization called “Child Quest International” and ourselves. After some 
investigation we have discovered that this is a charitable organization registered with the 
New York State Attorney General’s office. This is expected to make us an extra $200 
every month once we have established an efficient donation collection base. A portion of 
this will be dedicated to our “Futures fund.” This fundraiser along with Alumni 
donations will allow us to amass the capital necessary for the purchase of a house. We 
will also be in close contact with our National Office to enlist their financial support in 
this effort at a later date.

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A conversation with Joe Zumbo Concerning the Future of 301 


Quail St. 


As many of the Alumni know. on February fourth, Mu Chi Phi chapter no longer had 
any brothers leasing 301 Quail St. Though there are many reasons why we parted with 
our traditional chapter hall. the cut and dry facts of the matter are that the property was in 
violation of the grouper law in Albany and the three brothers remaining with the 
responsibility of the lease could no longer afford to maintain the cost of the house. 

However we are taking steps to reclaim the property in the short and long term. 
Our immediate plan of action is to again sign a lease with the landlord and have five 
brothers living at 301 Quail St. The landlord is agreeable to this and has stipulated that 
we sign a lease in April. Unfortunately our chapter is ill prepared to foot the bill of two 
months lease before it can be taken over by brothers in June. We are hoping that a lot of 
Alumni who are concerned about the house will attend our Alumni Weekend and 
contribute generously as well as have a good time. We will over Alumni weekend hope 
to raise 3.000 dollars to cover two months rent at 1.300 a month and any unforeseen 
Utility bills or upfront security deposits. The security deposit will be our first major 
deposit into our future's fund. after the tenets at 301 refund that money to our chapter. 
Our future's fund will be discussed later in this same article. 


My conversation with Mr. Joseph D. Zumbo (our campus Lawyer) was an 
informative one. I presented Mr. Zumbo with our difficulty with the grouper law. 
He presented me with a summary of the grouper law: which reads as follows. 


Section 27-160 of the Code of the City of Albany defines the term family as: 


1. (a) One, two or three persons occupying a dwelling unit, or 
(b) Four or more persons occupying a dwelling unit, and living together as a traditional 


family or the functional equivalent of a traditional family. 


2. It shall be presumptive evidence that four or more unrelated persons living in a single 
dwelling unit do not constitute the functional equivalent of a family. 


Mr. Zumbo also gave me a copy of case law that pertains directly to the grouper law. 
This document along with a copy of the summary is going to be posted on our web page 


(http://www.albany.edu/~axp) for all of our concerned Alumni to View. It will be under 
a link that says “Legal Notes.” Many of vou have careers practicing law and I would 
hope that you would volunteer your time and advice if and when this law ever challenges 
us again. 

Mr. Zumbo told me during the conversation that the grouper law does not violate 
any portion of the United States Constitution. He told me that it might in fact violate 
some portion of the New York State Constitution. He mentioned that there was 
“undeveloped case law” in New York State appellate courts. He suggested that we might 
try to push for a reformation of the law. or apply for a variance but that those avenues 
would meet with much resistance. but not as much resistance as might be found in a 
drawn out court room procedure in an appellate court. I concluded our conversation with 
a handshake and Mr. Zumbo wished us luck in our effort. 


In planning for the future our chapter is going to establish a fund to purchase a chapter 
hall. At this time we have not approached the landlord about purchasing 301 Quail St. 
Though the house has a lot of rich history in our chapter, the true directive is to establish 
with more permanence, a home for Mu Chi Phi chapter of Alpha Chi Rho. To 
accomplish this end we are going to start a “Futures fund” that will allow our chapter to 
one day purchase a house. 


We have stumbled upon and excellent fundraiser that will’ be mutually beneficial 
to an Organization called “Child Quest International” and ourselves, After some 
investigation we have discovered that this is a charitable organization registered with the 
New York State Attorney General's office. This is expected to make us an extra $200 
every month once we have established an efficient donation collection base. A portion of 
this will be dedicated to our “Futures fund.” This fundraiser along with Alumni 
donations will allow us to amass the capital necessary for the purchase of a house. We 
will also be in close contact with our National Office to enlist their financial support in 
this effort at a later date.
